THE CUSTOM-HOUSE DIFFICULTY. 


TuHeE block in the New York Custom House, 
in which many of the leading New York pub- 
lishers, besides those houses especially inter- 
ested in importing, happen to be involved, 
doubtless arises from the well-meant intention 
of the new Treasury broom to sweep clean 
revenue abuses. The practical effect has been 
to put a temporary embargo on a considerable 
class of importations, at the close of a season, 
when it comes most awkwardly, and to work 
decided injustice to houses as to whose honesty 
and fair-mindedness there can scarcely be 
question. 

The difficulty came up over the application 
of a New York importer to recover a rebate 
on a well-known work, which he had entered, 
through the error of an English clerk, at 42s. 
the set, understood to be a wholesale price for 
English consumption, instead of 30s. the set, 
the price at which, it is stated, he was enabled, 
by a stroke of enterprise, to contract for a 
thousand sets for exportation. The only effect 
of the application, since the government de- 
clines to rebate on a valuation sworn to with- 
out protest or appeal, was to call the attention 
of the Washington authorities to the general 
subject. 

The New York and, we believe, the general 
practice has been to accept invoices at the 
Sworn cost, unless in special cases there was 
reason to suspect the honesty of this valuation. 
There has been a general impression among 
the trade that no valuation was accepted at less 
than half off the retail price, but this seems to 
be founded on some ruling of a previous local 
administration, of which the present appraisers 
know nothing. The present question brought 
outa letter of instructions from the Treasury au- 


thorities to the New York appraisers, direct- 
ing valuations to be at the ‘‘ market rate for 
home consumption,” but this letter was fol- 
lowed by a second, at considerable length, vir- 
tually withdrawing the phrase and amplifying 
the instructions into such indefinite form as to 
puzzle the appraisers. We understand that 
the latter have explained the matter at length 
in a report to the Washington authorities, from 
whom a further decision is daily expected. 
The issue is whether the department will con- 
tinue to accept valuation at cost or will insist 
upon setting up an artificial valuation having 
some fixed relation to the English retail price. 

The tariff act gives as the basis of valuation 
**the cost, or the actual wholesale price or gen- 
eral market value at the time of exportation in 
the principal markets of the country from 
whence the same shall have been imported into 
the United States.” This or of course raises 
an ambiguity, but it is evident from the forms 
of oath that the words following are recognized 
only as an alternative when actual cost is not 
involved, as in the case of consignments to 
agents. The “owner's oath” uses the term “‘ actu- 
al cost” only; the “consignee, importer, or 
agent’s oath” affirms that the invoice exhibits 
the ‘‘ actual cost or fair market value.” This last 
covers the case of the English branch houses 
in this city, the “ fair market value” being ac- 
counted by the appraisers the price an Ameri- 
can buyer, buying like quantities under like 
circumstances (?.¢., for this market) would pay. 
For instance, suppose a line of books, as juve- 
niles, that can be purchased in England in an 


edition for exportation here at a half off, were 


charged to an English branch house at absolute 
cost of paper and print, say but a third of re- 
tail price: in that case the appraisers’ valua- 
tion would be at 6d. not at 4d. to the shilling, 





a practice, we believe, generally accepted by 
English branch houses as giving a satisfactory 
basis. 

The perplexity of the government evidently 
comes from what always crops up as the per- 
plexity in the book business, the fact that the 
immaterial element and the amount of dupli- 
cation prevent the manufacturing cost from 
being any criterion of the real cost, worth, or 
price of books. Bi-carbonate of soda is worth 
about so much, by the ton or ten tons, ior home 
use or exportation ; but the sales value of a 
book varies utterly by the hundred or thousand 
and whether it is to be. sold in an open or copy- 
right market. In dealing with ordinary material 
of commerce, the government does not recognize 
exceptional individual purchases below mar- 
ket rates; but, even if this rule can be gener- 
ally upheld in the courts, it does not apply in 
books, where all purchases for import are indi- 
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vidual, and to that extent exceptional. No 
market rate other than actual! cost can fairly be 
assumed. The old rule, in a word, seems to 
be the only fair one, although there might be 
little general objection to a reasonable mini- 
mum being set, to cover the consignment ‘,ues- 
tion. 

One thing may be said: this is not a ques- 
tion of revising the tariff or altering existing 
laws. American publishers, as manufacturers, 
may desire a duty of other kind or amount, as 
a specific tax per pound, and the present diffi- 
culty may revive all these questions: but that 
is not the present issue. It is simply a clear, 
reasonable construction of the existing law, 
general in its application, that is now the desid- 
eratum, and the old rule seems the right one. 
It may be added that, well-meaning as the pres- 
ent movement of the authorities may be, they 
have done a great wrong to existing commerce 


in uprooting a settled rule without notice or | 


warning. Vacillating legislation is bad enough, 
but of that there is practical notice. But what 
sort of management is it that says to an import- 
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er, as is just now said, “ We cannot tell you | 


on what valuation we can accept your invoice” ? 
The best comment is the statement, made to us, 
that one firm has countermanded an order for 
fifty cases of goods.

The above firm, it seems, realizing the unfor- 
tunate state of the bookselling and stationery 
business in the United Kingdom, calls the at- 
tention of its members to their goods as fol- 
lows: ‘‘ Stationers’ Opportunity ;” “ Stationers’ 
Tea Agency,” ‘‘ Tea no longer a Grocer’s Monopoly.” 

That our transatlantic brothers are in thé 
midst of trouble as great as ours we have had 
no doubt. But we have yet to see in our 
“ Official Organ” (THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY) a 
flaming advertisement of ‘‘ Produce Distribu- 
tors” calling upon us to embrace his wares and 
business. 

This is, I think, strong evidence to the fact 
that the English booksellers are in a more de- 
plorable condition than the American, and we 
could likely extend a helping arm across the 
Atlantic and assist them to their feet. 

This is nevertheless a severe rebuke to all 
engaged in the book business. when it is 
heralded through the columns of our “ trade” 
journal that the sale of a foreign article (tea) 
‘*will be found to form a valuable adjunct to 
the general stationery business, and beg the 
attention of booksellers and stationers” to a 
line of specialties in the same. 

But if we are to sell any part of the grocer’s 
stock, let us have full sway ; we can then offera 
premium of ‘‘ Webster’s Unabridged Diction- 
ary” to the purchaser of a dried herring, and 
the man who buys a mackerel shall have a set 
of ‘‘ Dickens” thrown in.

The Rev. Richard Harris Barham, of the Anglican Church, whose fun, whatever his virtues, would always crop out at the 


expense of his piety, and whose humors in these “ Ingoldsby Legends” were made the subject of no little censure among critics 
of the ascetic school. The purest reader may peruse them now, without detriment, and while away some melancholy hours in 


the enjoyment of their delightful extravagancies.
